The smallest thing 
that upsets them or runs 
counter to their expectn- 
tions brings forth a com- 
plaint,” @ moan or = 
grumble, More often than 
not they are people who 
have been cndowed with 
more than their = fair 
rhare of kindness, cone 
wideration, mxterial com- 
forts and divine blessings.

Dr Deoley, when he was re- 
cently in Hongkong, told o 
Chinn Mail reporter this: 
“The important thing is 
not how long I live, but 
what I do with the days re- 
maining to me. 1 have lost 
almost 15 Ibs but my spirit 
is fine, there is nothing 
that could touch my spirit. 
You will always possess 
happiness if you seek and 
find out how to serve. 1 
have no intention of lying 
in a hospital bed and 
withering away, There is 
too much to do in this 
world. 1 must continue to 
live.” \ 

What struck Dr Howard 
Guinness after the first 
few unbolieving hours, of 
realising what lay ahead 
was his companionship 
with the great number of 
others who Mave found 
themselves in the same 
boat. Unable to speak above 
n whisper because of tha 
state of his throat he tape 
recorded o mensage--wo-1 
congregation, “E want to 
share with you something 
vory personal in my life, I 
have been given the rare 
honour of joining the large, 
lonely, frightened group of 
sufferera in the world.” 

ND in joining this group 
he also became aware 
like Dr Dooley, of the nce 
to Ive not only one moment 
at a time, but to live it as 
though .it ‘were all mo- 
ments, and. that. is whet 
they aro both calmly deter- 
mined to do. os:long: .a8 
there is -life and. strength 
left in them to.stand up.

The note. sald: “It would 
consequently oppear that it ia 
designed to achieve. an effec- 
tive. termination of diplomatic 
and consular relatlons’ be-

Cuba and-the Government of 
the United States. According- 
ly, the Government of the 

United States hereby formally 

notifies the Government of 

Cuba of the terminatlon of 

such relations,” 

The note said the United 
States would comply with the 
Cuban Government request for 
withdrawal of all but 11 per- 
sons within 48 hours. It would 
withdraw its remalning diplo- 
matic and consular personnel 
from Cuba os soon as possible 
thereafter. . 

Mr Hagerty declincd to 
answer a questioner who asked 
whether the United States 
would fight to defend its blg 
naval base at Guantanamo Bay 
in eastern Cubn. 

Mr Hagerty described the 
question as “hypothetical” and
